Claims 1-45 are pending. 

Double Patenting Rejection 

Claims 1, 12, 17, 17, 29 in U.S. Application No. 10/684,152 (hereinafter '152) are 
provisionally rejected on the ground of non-statutory obviousness-type double patenting 
as being unpatentable over claim 1 of co-pending U.S. Application No. 10/684, 222 
(hereinafter '222). Claim 43 '152 is provisionally rejected on the ground of non-statutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 40 of co-pending 
'222. Claims 2, 5, 16, 18, 20 and 28 '152 are provisionally rejected on the ground of 
non-statutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 7 of 
co-pending '222. Claims 10 and 14 ' 152 are provisionally rejected on the ground of non- 
statutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 6 of co- 
pending U.S. Application No. 10/684,208 (hereinafter '208). Claims 1 1, 15 and 26 are 
provisionally rejected on the groimd of non-statutory obviousness-type double patenting 
as being unpatentable over claim 9 of co-pending '208. 

Applicant files terminal disclaimers to overcome the obviousness-type double 
patenting rejection.
